The  amount  asked  for,  as  compared  with  the  amount  granted 
last  3'ear,  shows  an  increase  of  $13,054.  The  estimated  income 
is  increased  $10,000,  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year,  owing 
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ti)  the  increase  of  i-evcnue  from  sales  of  books  aiuV  materials  to 
pupils.  Taking  the  estimated  expenditure  and  income  together, 
it  would  leave  a  net  increase  in  the  amount  to  be  provided  of 
$3,054.  When  the  fact  is  considered  that  the  pupils  in  the 
public  schools  are  increasing  at  the  rate  of  over  one  thousand 
per  annum,  -requiring  the  appointment  of  twenty  additional 
teachers,  the  reason  why  the  slight  increase  asked  for  is  needed 
must  be  apparent. 

The  committees  having  chai-ge  of  the  preparation  of  these 
estimates  have  carefully  considered  the  requirements  of  the 
schools,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  requested  is  ab- 
solutely required  to  cariT  on  the  schools  as  they  are  at  present 
constituted.

As  the  passage  of  the'  order  would,  by  changing  the  rank  of 
these  teachers,  make  it  necessary  to  change  the  present  schedule 
of  salaries,  your  committee  consider  that  their  opinion  is  desired 
upon  the  expediency  of  changing  the  present  salaries  of  these 
teachers. 

A  hearing  was  given  to  the  teachers  interested,  and  the  sub- 
ject fully  presented  by  them.  Their  proposition  was,  that,  after 
the  change  in  rank  was  made,  the  salary  of  the  new  position 
should  be  $720  for  the  first  year  of  service,  with  an  annual 
increase  of  $60,  for  thirteen  years,  when  the  maximum  salary  of 
$1,500  would  be  reached;  and  that  all  the  teachers  should  enter 
upon  the  proposed  schedule  where  their  present  salaries  jilaced 
them,  without  regard  to  their  previous  service  in  the  grade. 
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One  of  the  arguments  used  in  favor  of  accepting  the  pro- 
posed plan  was,  that  more  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
terms  of  service  of  the  teachers.  The  practical  results  show  a 
curious  contrast  to  the  argument.  For  instance,  a  fourth  assist- 
ant, of  twenty  years'  service,  now  receiving  $948,  would,  after 
serving  nine  years  more,  reach  the  proposed  maximum  of 
$1,500 ;  a  third  assistant,  of  six  years'  service,  now  receiving 
$1,380,  would  reach  the  proposed  maximum  in  two  years  ;  thus, 
one  teacher  would  have  served  twenty-nine  years,  while  another 
served  but  eight  years,  to  reach  the  maximum  salary.  Numerous 
other  instances  might  be  cited,  but  it  seems  unnecessary. 

For  the  purpose  of  better  comparing  the  difference  in  the 
cost  of  present  salaries,  and  the  cost  under  the  proposed 
schedule,  we  give  below  a  table.  The  average  service  of  these 
teachers  is  about  nine  years,  and  we  give  the  expense  for  the 
next  ten  years,  dating  from  April  1,  1883 :  —

It  will  be  seen,  by  the  above  figures,  that  although  the  ad- 
ditional expense  for  the  first  year  is  small,  yet,  as  the  years  go 
by,  there  is  a  constant  increase,  until  at  the  end  of  ten  years  the 
increase  in  expense  over  the  present  salaries  would  exceed 
$10,000  per  year. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  our  High  Schools,  already  great,  — 
$101,42  per  pupil,  — .would  be  materially  increased  by  the  pro- 
posed action. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  with  the  existing 
ranks,  there  is  a  greater  incentive  to  excellence  in  work  which 
would  be  almost,  if  not  wholly,  removed  by  the  adoption  of  the 
order.  We  think  some  provision  should  be  made  to  insure  a 
greater  justice  to  teachers  in  the  matter  of  promotions.     Where 
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vacancies  occur  in  a  higher  grade,  the  successful  teachers  of  the 
next  lower  grade  should  have  the  precedence  in  the  considera- 
tion of  the  committee  in  charge,  in  filling  such  vacancies.  This 
course  would  exert  a  healthful  emulation,  and  incite  teachers  to 
their  best  work. 

Under  the  present  regulations,  a  teacher  Avhose  work  has  not 
been  such  as  to  secure  her  a  promotion  to  a  higher  grade,  would 
stay  in  the  lower  grade,  at  the  salary  of  that  grade ;  while, 
under  the  proposed  plan,  her  salary  would  be  increased  yearly, 
and,  finally,  she  would  receive  as  high  a  salary  as  the  most 
successful  teacher. 

Should  favorable  action  be  taken  on  the  plan  proposed,  it 
would  furnish  reasons  for  a  similar  pi'oposition  from  the 
teachers  of  the  Grammar  and  Primarj^  grades,  which  would 
result  in  a  still  greater  increase  in  school  exjoenses. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  ojjinion  that  the  principle  involved 
in  the  j^lan  proposed  by  the  order  is  not  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  schools,  and  they  therefore  recommend  that  no  change  be 
made  in  the  existing  salaries  of  these  teachers,  and  that  the 
order  ought  not  to  pass.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  as  follows  :  — 

Previous  to  June,  1878,  we  had  three  grades  of  male  teachers 
in  the  Boston  Grammar  Schools,  viz..  Masters,  Sub-Masters, 
and  Ushers. 

As  a  rule,  vacant  masterships  were  filled  by  promoting  sub- 
masters  ;  and  sub-masterships  by  ushers.  Ushers  were  usually 
selected  from  the  male  teachers  employed  in  the  vicinity  of 
Boston . 

As  girls"  schools  had  but  one  male  teacher,  viz.,  a  master, 
vacancies   in   those   positions    were  filled  by  promoting  sub- 
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masters  who  had  been  serving;  in  other  school  districts;  but,  as 
this  promotion  carried  with  it  an  increase  of  salary,  there  was  no 
lack  of  candidates,  though  the  transfer  sometimes  involved  a 
change  from  a  desirable  part  of  the  city  to  one  less  attractive. 

The  same  was  true  in  respect  to  the  promotion  of  ushers. 
The  mixed  schools  had  no  ushers,  but  vacancies  in  the  sub- 
masterships  of  those  schools  were  filled  by  promoting  ushers 
from  other  sections  of  the  city.  These  promotions  also  carried 
with  them  an  increase  of  salary,  and  for  that  reason  were  readily 
made.  In  June,  1881,  the  School  Committee  abolished  the  dis_ 
tinction  between  sub-masters  and  second  sub-masters,  allowing 
the  salaries  of  the  latter  to  increase  annually  until  the  maximum 
of  a  sub-master's  salary  was  reached. 

Two  arguments  were  advanced  in  fiivor  of  this  legislation. 
First,  it  was  held  that,  by  abolishing  this  distinction  and  allow- 
ing a  higher  maximum  salary  to  the  second  sub-master,  a  supe- 
rior class  of  men  could  be  drawn  into  the  city's  employ  from  the 
surrounding  towns  and  cities, 

Second,  it  was  claimed  that  many  worthy  second  sub-masters 
remained  for  a  long  series  of  years  in  inferior  positions  from  no 
fault  of  their  own,  and  that  vacancies  in  other  sections  of  the 
city  were  as  likelj^  to  be  filled  from  outside  the  city  as  from 
the   second  sub-masters  already  in  the  service. 

In  regard  to  the  first  argument,  we  may  say  that  the  maximum 
salary  of  a  sub-master  is  now  $2,280  per  year,  and  $400  less 
than  that  sum  will  command  the  services  of  almost  any  male 
teacher  within  fifteen  miles  of  Boston,  who  would  consent,. 
under  any  circumstances,  to  enter  our  city's  service. 

The  truth  of  this  statement  will  liardly  be  questioned  when 
we  consider  the  strong  probability  of  jJioumtion  in  the  service 
that  goes  with  the  salary  named. 

The  ushership  lias  heretofore  been  the  training  school  for  the 
higher  positions. 

There  is  more  or  less  risk  in  taking  even  successful  teachers 
from  suburban  towns  and  putting  them  into  our  city  schools. 

The  circumstances  and  requirements  of  the  city  schools  are 
such  that  success  is  by  no  means  certain  to  one  even  who  has 
previously  been  uniformly  successful. 

But  moderate  success  in  an  ushership,  while  it  might  secure 
permanency  in  that  position,  woukl  seldom  secure  promotion,  and 
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so  it  resulted  that  the  sub-masterships  were  filled  by  the  most 
successful  ushers,  and  thus  the  second  places  in  our  large 
Grammar  schools  were  held  secure  against  inferior  talent. 

By  abolishing  the  distinction  between  sub-masters  and  second 
sub-masters  the  lowest  grade  of  male  talent  that  can  manage  to 
hold  a  position  in  the  Boston  Grammar  schools  receives  a  com- 
pensation exactly  equal  to  the  best. 

A  third  objection  to  the  jDresent  plan  lies  in  the  fact  that,  at 
present,  a  vacant  sub-mastership  in  an  undesirable  part  of  the 
city  cannot  be  filled  by  the  transfer  of  an  able  second  sub-master 
from  some  more  favored  section.  Such  a  transfer  involves  an 
increase  in  the  actual  labor  required,  and  no  increase  in  pay. 

Such  vacancies  consequently  must  be  filled  from  ajoj^licants 
outside  the  city,  and  thus  the  schools  that  require  and  should 
have  the  best  teachers  must  become  training  departments  for 
the  new-comers. 

A  fourth  and  no  less  valid  objection  to  the  present  plan  is  its 
injustice. 

The  senior  sub-master,  whose  rank  and  pay  are  now  precisely 
the  same  as  the  one  we  have  termed  the  second  sub-master,  is 
required  to  perform  duties  that  will  never  devolve  upon  the 
latter. 

Whenever  the  master  is  absent  from  his  school  the  first  sub- 
master  must  be  prepared  to  perform  his  duties.  The  entire  dis- 
cipline of  the  school  falls  upon  him. 

In  case  the  master  is  absent  for  any  considerable  time,  the 
numberless  details  of  the  school-work  must  be  looked  after  by 
the  senior  sub-master.  For  this  service,  requiring  superior 
abilities  and  skill,  he  can  receive  no  compensation,  except  as  a 
gratuity  from  the  master.  His  associate,  upon  whom  none  of 
these  demands  are  made,  and  whose  whole  duty  ends  in  his 
class-room,  except  such  service  as  he  may  render  at  recess,  re- 
ceives precisely  the  same  compensation,  and  holds  precisely  the 
same  rank. 

The  undersigned  feel  that,  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  there 
should  be  two  grades  of  male  teachers  below  the  master. 

They  also  believe  that  the  pay  of  senior  sub-master  should  be 
higher  than  that  of  the  second  sub-master. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  grade  of  junior  sub-master 
be  established,  and  that,  in  all  future  appointments  to  this  posi- 
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tion,  the  appointee  receive  a  fixed  salary,  wliich  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  minimum  now  paid  to  a  sub-master.

The  rank  of  first  assistant  shall  be  abolished,  as 
the  position,  now  recognized,  shall  become  vacant  in  schools 
where  first  assistants  are  now  employed.

preparatory  for  the  useful  professions,  to  the  exclusion 
of  studies  that  imply  ornamental  or  unusual  learning. 
The  introduction  of  the  study  of  the  Irish  language  and 
literature  into  the  Evening  High  School,  therefore,  even 
though  the  knowledge  of  that  language  and  literature  be 
admitted  to  be  of  special  fundamental  and  literary  value,

signed  by  the  parents  or  guardians.  From  these  lists 
the  proper  bills  are  prepared,  and  sent  to  the  City 
Collector  for  collection.  For  the  past  four  years  the 
amount  collected  from  this  source  ranged  from 
$2,565.80  in  1879-80,  to  $8,463.28  the  past  year  ;  the 
total  amount  for  that  time  aggregating  the  sum  of 
$19,771.75.  The  sum  lost  by  the  city  during  that 
time,  by  failure  to  pay  and  inability  to  collect,  amounted 
to  $337.07,  or  about  one  and  three-fourths  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  collected.  Your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  plan  suggested,  of  obliging  non-resi- 
dents to  deposit,  in  advance,  a  sum  equal  to  about 
$8,000  per  annum,  might  be  avoided,  and  the  desired

The  establishment  of  an  industrial  high 
school  by  and  by  would  depend  on  the  success  of  the  ex- 
periment now  proposed  with  elementary  manual  training.

Officers.  The  Committee  on  Truant-Officers,  in  accordance  with  the  Rules, 

submit  their  Annual  Report. 

The  city  is  divided  into  seventeen  truant-districts,  one  officer  hav- 
ing charge  of  a  district.  The  population  of  the  city,  according  to 
the  census  of  1880,  is  362,536,  so  that  we  have  but  one  officer  to 
every  21,325  inhabitants.     One  of  the  officers  is  designated  "  chief," 
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and  represents  the  force.  In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  an  officer 
to  whom  is  assigned  the  special  duty  of  the  care  of  licensed  minors. 

The  duties  of  the  truant-officers  include  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  relating  to  truants,  absentees,  neglected  children,  the  employ- 
ment of  children,  and  the  performance  of  such  other  duties  as  the 
Board  may  prescribe,  through  the  Regulations  or  otherwise. 

With  a  view  to  becoming  better  acquainted  with  the  individual 
work  of  the  officers,  and  to  rendering  the  force  as  efficient  as  possi- 
ble, the  committee  had  a  personal  interview  with  each  officer,  and 
questioned  him  with  special  reference  to  that  part  of  his  duty  which 
appeared  to  be  most  difficult  and  not  wholly  satisfactory.  The  results 
of  these  conferences  well  repaid  the  committee  for  the  arduous  task 
which  they  soon  learned  they  had  undertaken.  The  detailed  infor- 
mation which  was  received  enabled  the  committee  to  rearrange  the 
work  so  as  to  greatly  enhance  its  value,  and  make  it  more  easily  and 
satisfactorily  performed.  By  advising  the  officers,  and  requiring 
more  detailed  reports  of  their  work,  it  is  hoped  that  many  of  the 
difficulties  may  be  overcome,  and,  by  judicious  legislation,  perma- 
nently removed. 

There  is  one  evil  which,  though  somewhat  reduced  by  recent 
amendments  to  the  Regulations,  still  continues  to  no  small  extent, 
and  which  needs  some  vigorous  and  earnest  check.  The  officers 
are  called  upon  to  look  after  some  children  whose  absence  in  no 
way  warrants  the  detention  of  the  officers  from  more  important 
work ;  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  some  past  absence  :  to  verify  the 
explanations  of  the  children,  and  trivial  errands  of  a  like  character. 
The  legitimate  work  of  the  officers,  if  faithfully  performed,  is 
amply  sufficient  to  employ  all  of  their  time  during  the  day,  and,  as 
was  learned  by  the  consultations  held,  much  of  their  time  during  the 
evening.  Tlie  committee,  therefore,  under  the  authority  given  them 
by  the  Rules,  have  instructed  the  officers  to  take-action  where  their 
services  are  requested  by  teachers,  iij  those  cases  only  which  are 
reported  to  them,  with  the  details  properly  given,  on  the  truant-cards. 
An  order  is  also  appended  to  this  report  requiring  teachers  to  notify 
the  officers  of  the  need  of  their  service  by  the  use  of  the  truant- 
card. 

The  work  of  the  force  with  reference  to  neglected  children  has 
received  considerable  attention  from  the  committee,  and  instructions 
have  been  given  which,  we  trust,  will  enable  this  work  to  be  more 
satisfactorily  performed. 

The  committee,  with  several  members  of  the  Board,  visited  the 
truant-school  and  other  institutions  at  Deer  Island,  and  were  con- 
vinced of  the  necessity  and  wisdom  of  providing  some  other  place 
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for  the  retention  of  truants  and  absentees.  At  present  the  children 
committed  to  Deer  Island  are  compelled,  more  or  less,  to  see,  hear, 
and  mingle  with  criminals.  Their  transportation  and  commitment 
are  attended  by  objectionable  associations.  It  is,  in  the  judgment 
of  your  committee,  unwise  and  unjust,  and  of  lasting  injury  to  the 
children,  to  have  their  offences  classified  or  connected  in  any  way 
with  the  crimes  of  those  who  are  committed  to  these  institutions. 
The  stigma  of  having  been  to  Deer  Island,  associated  as  it  must  be 
with  the  idea  of  crime,  should  be  entirely  and  forever  removed  from 
the  thoughtless  truant,  the  unaccountable  absentee,  and  the  helpless, 
neglected  child.  Your  committee  are  so  thoroughly  satisfied  of  the 
imperative  demand  for  a  change  in  this  regard  that  they  have 
appended  an  order,  asking  the  City  Council  to  provide  accommoda- 
tions in  some  other  locality  than  Deer  Island,  and  vsrhere  it  is  hoped 
the  baneful  influence  of  vice  and  crime  may  be  removed,  as  far  as 
is  possible,  from  the  children  committed  to  the  truant-school-  The 
committee  also  recommend  that  an  industrial  school,  properly  fitted, 
be  added  to  the  new  truant-school,  so  as  to  enable  the  children  to 
receive,  in  addition  to  their  mental  training,  some  practical  knowl- 
edge, which  will  prove  of  lasting  service  to  them,  and  prepare  them 
to  better  pursue  some  useful  and  honest  occupation  after  leaving  the 
institution.

EEPOET  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  HORACE  MANN 
SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF,  1883. 

The  school  opened  on  September  4,  1882,  with  seventy-six  of  the 
former  pupils.  Of  the  eighty-four  members  who  were  reported  in 
June  of  that  year  two  left  to  work  in  their  homes,  one  on  account  of 
ill-health,  one  to  enter  a  school  for  hearing  children,  and  four  re- 
moved from  the  vicinity  of  Boston.  During  the  school  year  1882-83 
nine  new  pupils  were  admitted,  one  former  pupil  readmitted ;  and 
four  were  discharged,  three  of  whom  left  to  go  to  work,  and  one 
moved  from  the  city. 

The  plan  of  instruction  reported  last  year  has  been  continued,  and 
the  progress  of  the  several  classes  has  been  satisfactory.  A  course 
of  science  lessons  was  given  during  the  year,  to  the  pupils  of  four 
classes,  by  Miss  Crocker  and  Miss  Ordway. 

We  are  happy  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  many 
friends  in  sending  gifts  of  clothing  and  money  to  the  school.  We 
are  indebted  to  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Graham  Bell  for  funds, 
which  have  enabled  us  to  provide  some  industrial  training  out  of 
school  hours  for  needy  pupils.  Five  boys  have  received  instruction 
at  the  School  of  Mechanic  Arts,  in  the  Institute  of  Technology, 
three  of  whom  were  beneficiaries  of  Prof.  Bell. 

A  bust  of  Laura  Bridgeman  was  presented  to  the  school,  in  April 
last,  by  Mrs.  Horace  Mann,  and  the  gift  gratefully  acknowledged  by 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  school. 
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A  five-pound  note,  received  from  Sir  Moses  Montefiore,  has  been 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  books,  which  fui'nish  entertaining  and 
valuable  reading  for  the  pupils.
